Ban Resumed; 


Use New Basis 


The sprinkling ban is on 
again in Arlington Heights, 
but on a 
different 
basis. 
Houses with odd street num­ 
bers can sprinkle on the odd 
numbered 
days, and those 
with even street numbers on 
the even numbered days. In 
addition, all residents of town 
are requested to 
turn 
off 
their sprinklers and conserve 
w ater for a period of one 
hour after sounding of the 
fire alarm. 


Trustee Robert Bishop, chair­ 
man of the water department 
stated, “In removing the sprink­ 
ling ban entirely last week, it 
was hoped that with the tempo­ 
rary measures we had taken that 
we could meet the demand. We 
have found we cannot and still 
maintain sufficient pressure in 
the system. In fact, we have 
reached the point where the de­ 
mand exceeds the 
supply 
— 
and, 
this 
situation 
will 
not 
change until the long awaited 
1500 gpm pump for the new 
well is received and installed — 
and that won’t be until at least 
•the latter part of August. 


"WE SET another new record 
last Saturday, when we pumped 
over 2,500,000 gallons. To meet 
this record demand we had all 
pumps operating at 
maximum, 
and yet almost drained the new 
1,000,000 gallon reservoir. 
The 
failure of one of 
the 
pumps 
during these peak periods could 
have been disastrous. 


“We hope that the new res­ 
trictions on sprinkling 
will 
be 
followed, and that 
they 
will 
materially assist in maintaining 
sufficient 
pressure. 
Whether 
they will or not can only be 
determined after a trial period. 
We 
request the cooperation of 
every resident in complying with 
these new restrictions 
— 
and 
not to waste water on the per­ 
missible days — particularly so 
if the temperature is in excess 
of 85 degrees.

If past history is to be taken 
seriously, Alfred GWynne Van­ 
derbilt’s Native Dancer may be 
expected to encounter the race 
of his life. His tenacious foe of 
the P r e a k n e s s and Belmont 
Stakes, Jamie K., r e t a i n s his 
position as the Dancer’s main an­ 
tagonist, and a comparative up­ 
start, Van Crosby, has projected 
himself on the scene with such 
a vengeancy that many astute 
observers believe he has some 
chance of upsetting them both. 
The Classic will be decided on 
Saturday, July 18. 
Native Dancer 
arrived

week, along with Mr. Vanderbilt, 
his young and very skillful train­ 
er, Mill Winfrey, and his regu­ 
lar jockey, Erie Guerin.

DURING THE ensuing week,' 
he probably will *be given at 
least one stiff workout over the 
Arlington strip. Without doubt, 
the big, long-striding, gray colt 
is the greatest name horse in 
turf history. His Hooper rating 
on TV many weeks ago out­ 
stripped Dragnet, I Love Lucy, 
Show of Shows and video pro­ 
ductions that have hovered at 
the top of the list. The Classic 
will be televised nationally on 
the Colulmbia Broadcasting Sys­ 
tem network at approximately 
4:45 p.m.

There are some turf authorities 
who place the Dancer above Man 
O’War and Citation in a c t u a l 
ability. His remarkable r e c o r d 
contains only one blemish, that 
coming after he unleashed a spec­ 
tacular late rush that fell short 
by inches to Dark Star in the 
Kentucky Derby. Prior to his 
Derby this year he had captured 
the Gotham Handicap and the 
Wood Memorial, and later score- 
ed in the W i t h e r s Stake, the 
Preakness, Belmont and Dwyer 
Stakes.

Causes Sweet 


Corn Dance 


Bacterial wilt has been caus­ 
ing severe damage in sweet cora 
in southern and central Illinois. 
M. B. Linn, University of Il­ 
linois plant disease specialist, re­ 
ports that 
some 
sweet 
cora 
fields 
in 
Tazewell, Woodford, 
Iroquois and Vermilion counties 
will be plowed up. 
In 
some 
areas, he says, three-fourths or 
more of the stalks 
show 
wilt 
damage.

YOUNG PLANTS affected by 
bacterial wilt, also 
known 
as 
Stewart’s disease, wilt and die. 
The lower part of the stalk may 
be completely rotted. In older 
plants the disease shows up in 
pale-green 
or 
yellowish 
to 
brown streaks in 
the 
leaves, 
bleached tassels and stunting of 
plants. 
Linn says that some of the 
older plants may live through 
the disease if the infection isn’t 
too bad. 
Bacteria causing the wilt live 
over the winter in the corn flea 
beetles, Linn explains, and last 
year’s mild winter 
didn’t 
kill 
many of the beetles. The Illinois 
Natural History Survey reports 
that a second brood of these in­ 
sects is appearing. Plant patho­ 
logists of the Survey predicted 
in April that the disease would 
cause trouble this year.

PRINCIPAL WAY to control 
bacterial wilt is to plant corn 
that is resistant to the disease. 
Golden Cross Bantam, the most 
resistant variety in Illinois, has 
suffered

the use of chemicals, Linn says, 
although the State Natural His­ 
tory Survey is working on it 
DDT and other chemicals they 
have found, will

Freedom from 
brucellosis

The University of Illinois Col 
lege of Veterinary Medicine says 
it pays to insist on brucellosis- 
free stock. 
Infected swine can 
spread the disease 
to 
healthy 
sows, causing them to abort, be 
come sterile, or have weak or 
dead pigs. Also, many cases of 
undulant fever in humans are 
caused 
by 
brucellosis-infected 
swine. 
If you’re going to buy new 
breeding stock, ask to see the 
herd’s blood test record, the vet­ 
erinary college suggests. Be sure 
the herd has been proved heal­ 
thy by at least one recent test. 
In case the herd has not been 
tested recently, try to get it 
done before you buy. Even if 
the animals are negative it will 
still pay to quarantine them for 
30 to 60 days when you get them 
home. Then retest the new ani­ 
mals before you add them to 
your herd. 
Spread of brucellosis by in­ 
fected boars should no longer 
be a serious problem in Illinois. 
A state law requires that boars 
be tested and found free of the 
disease before they or their ser­ 
vices can be sold.

To 4-H Boy; Builds “Feed Factory”

Farm boys ara doing things with 
electricity these days which have 
their dads standing around in amaze­ 
ment The power equipment emerging 
from their workshops is being put to 
immediate and effective use in vari-

oui ways. Many of these youngsters 
are members of 4-H Clubs who 
learned the basic rudiments of farm 
electrification applications at club 


meetings or in vocational agriculture 
classes. 
There’s no section of the country 
which has a corner on the ingenuity 
of youth. Scattered throughout the 
land are some 80,009 4-H members 
who participate in electrical projects 
as one of their regular club activities. 
Often electricity is tied in directly 
with their other farm projects. In 
doing so, many of the boys develop 
new equipment or modify existing 
machinery to help them speed up 
their work, or to make it easier to do 
and more economical. This was the 
case with a 17-year-old Alabama 
nigh school boy. 
He and his father operate a small 
farm, as well as conduct a small busi­ 
ness to build and sell metal awnings. 
As "part-time” farmers they lean 
heavily on electrical equipment to 
help them with their chores. One of 
these is raising beef and dairy cattle. 
Buying ground feed seemed like a 
waste of money, particularly since 
corn is grown—and could ba ground 
—on the home farm. The boy decided 
to do something about it—and did. 
What he devised is shown in con­ 
nection with this story. The young­ 
ster calls it a corn “feed factory.” The 
unusual machine combines a corn 
sheller and grinder. It is operated by 
an electric motor and supplies enough 
crushed feed for the entire herd. Ear 
corn is inserted in the top of the 
machine and ground grain is chuted 
out the bottom. The stripped earl fall 
into a second chute and drop into a 
sack on the side of the machine.

Better Year for 
Poultrymen This Year 


This year looks much better 
for poultry farmers 
than 
last 
year turned out to be. 
Farmers sold more poultry and 
eggs last year than ever before, 
but Elmer Broadbent, Universi­ 
ty of Illinois 
farm 
economist, 
says that feed costs were high 
most of the year, and farmers 
got comparative low prices for 
eggs and turkeys. They didn’t 
net nearly so much as they had 
netted the year before. 
This 
year, 
Broadbent 
says, 
farmers will be likely to take 
in more from eggs and poultry 
than they did in 1951. Egg pric­ 
es during tjie important spring 
months have been

high levels and feed costs have 
been about the same as they 
were in 1951.

says, high egg prices have not

Two New Drugs to 
Halt Chinch Bugs 


Chinch bugs and army worms 
have met their match. Both diel­ 
drin and toxaphene stop th e 
chinch bug, and dieldrin con­ 
trols army worms quicker than 
any other killer tried. > 
A report in Capper’s Farmer 
states that last season dieldrin 
sprays on strips 20 to 40 feet 
wide around margins of chinch 
bug infested fields, just as mi­ 
gration was about to start, gave 
good control. So did toxaphene 
dust barriers or sprays. 
F a r m e r s who used dieldrin 
earlier this summer, during one 
of the worst army worm out­ 
breaks ever seen in the Corn 
Belt, report that worms stopped 
feeding in two hours and were 
dead in 24 to 30 hours. 
Both of these chemicals are 
poisonous to livestock and man. 
Do not harvest t r e a t e d small 
grain strips immediately after 
treatment, and do not feed con­ 
taminated straw or forage, cau­ 
tions the farm magazine.

Must Use Care In 


2,4-D Spraying 


Farm adviser, Carl F. Mees, 
has issued a special warning to 
2, 4-D operators to be cautious 
of 2, 4-D drifting. Many crops, 
including tomatoes, soybeans and 
clovers, are injured by 2, 4-D. 
Serious injury has resulted in 
many areas of the country. 
Drifting o c c u r s and causes 
damages as far as a mile away 
from the field s p r a y e d and 
takes place up to 48 hours af 
ter the spraying has been done 
• * * 
MEES REPORTS that in some 
cases the wind has shifted 24 
hours after the spray was ap­ 
plied and serious damage has re­ 
sulted on tomatoes opposite the 
direction from which the wind 
was originally from. 
Ester types of 2, 4-D are more 
effective against weeds than are 
the amine or sodium salt types 
but are more apt to do damage 
also. 
* • * 
MEES STRESSED that 2, 4-D 
operators should use precautions 
in applying 2, 4-D rather than 
being sorry after the damage is 
done. 
Remember, 2, 4-D is not a 
complete substitute for cultiva­ 
tion or other cultural practices. 


PMA Committee 


Elections Now 


Being Held 


PMA farmer committee elec­ 
tions are currently being held in 
over 1500 communities through­ 
out the state of Illinois, accord­ 
ing to an announcement issued 
by Harry M. Combrink, chair­ 
man of the state PMA commit­ 
tee. 
These elections are being held 
by mail so that each eligible 
farm owner and operator can 
mark his ballot in the confines 
of his own home. The final date 
for turning in a ballot is July 20. 
* * 
* 
T H E S E ELECTIONS” com­ 
mented chairman Combrink, “as­ 
sume new importance this year 
because of acreage 
allotments 
and possible marketing quotas on 
additional crops.” These are pro­ 
grams carried out by local com­ 
mittees. At the p r e s e n t time 
PMA committees are in the pro­ 
cess of establishing allotments 
for the 1954 wheat crop, and a 
referendum has just been called 
to determine if wheat quotas will 
be in effect. 
In addition to work in connec­ 
tion with allotments and quotas, 
PMA committeemen are respon­ 
sible for the local administration 
of the agricultural conservation 
program, p r i c e support opera­ 
tions and, in some counties, var­ 
ious aspects of the federal crop 
insurance program. These are all 
matters which affect the opera­ 
tions of each and every farmer. 
* * • 
IN EACH community a local 
committee, consisting of t h r e e 
regular members and two alter­ 
nates, will be elected, along with 
a delegate to the county conven­ 
tion. The delegates will then 
meet and elect a county commit­ 
tee, consisting of a chairman, 
vice chairman, member, and two 
alternates. The term of office is 
for one year and all newly elec­ 
ted committeemen are scheduled 
to take office on August 3. 
Mr. Combrink pointed out that 
practically all farmers are eligi­ 
ble to vote in this election. “It is 
our sincere hope,” he said, “that 
each and every eligible farmer 
will cast his vote.” 


Texas Drouth Means Low Prices 


For Feeder Calves And Yearlings 


Extreme drouth in the South­ 
west is forcing many cattle to 
market. These forced sales may 
provide cattle feeders with op­ 
portunities to buy feeder calves 
and yearlings, or cows and cal­ 
ves, at favorable prices. 
The drouth is worst in the 
western halves of T e x a s a n d 
Oklahoma and in the adjoining 
parts of states to the north and 
west. Official reports from Texas 
say that no general rain has fall­ 
en since September 1950. Some 
areas of the S o u t h w e s t have 
been suffering from drouth for 
four and five years. 
• * * 
PASTURES ARE burned up. 
Wheat and feed crops are fail­ 
ures. Water supplies have dwind­ 
led. Farmers’ credit has been 
stretched to the breaking point. 
In at least one county more than 
half of the farm families have 
moved away. 
Half or more of the sheep have 
been s h i p p e d out, and cattle 
numbers are being drastically re­ 
duced. Forced s a l e s of cattle 
brought a sharp drop in prices 
of stockers and feeders in June. 
The break began about a week 
earlier this time than it. did last 
year. 
Recent prices for stocker and 
feeder cattle have averaged from 
$12.00 to $15.00 per cwt. at dif­ 
ferent central markets. Reported 
prices in the drouth areas range 
all the way from around $5.00 to 
$8.00 for stock cows and low- 
grade stockers up to $12.00 to 
$16.00 for best calves and year­ 
lings. Some distress sales have 
been reported at even lower fig­ 
ures. These prices are 40 to 50 
per cent lower than those of a 
year earlier. * * • 
EVEN AT THESE lower prices 
c o r n - b e l t cattle feeders have 
been slow to take on more cat­ 
tle. They remember the little 
profits and many losses in 1951- 
52. And they see more and big­ 
ger losses on the cattle they have 
on hand now. 
Still, cattle bought at these 
lower prices may make a good 
feeder a little money. Prices for 
feeder cattle have dropped more 
than prices of replacement stock. 
If the drouth is relieved, cattle 
marketings may be little or no 
greater in 1954 than in 1953. 
Marketings h a v e increased to 
normal in recent months, and 
they may not increase a lot 
more. 
Then, too, feed supplies prom­ 
ise to be very abundant, and 
probably cheaper than in the 
past year. 
• * * 
AHEAD, ALSO, are possibil­ 
ities of acreage allotments and 
marketing quotas on wheat and 
com, and these would favor in­ 
creased production and feeding 
of roughage-consuming livestock. 
(On the demand side, no big de­ 
pression seems likely for at least 
another year or so. Government 


has several tricks, like tax re­ 
duction, that would pep up the 
economy if it slows down. 
Finally, the production of pork 
is still trending downward. The 
supply probably will run IO to 
12 per cent below year-earlier 
levels until midwinter; then it 
will be no larger, and probably 


slightly smaller, than this year** 
supply. Reduced supplies of pork 
should give a little support to 
the cattle market. 
All of these facts seem to call 
for Illinois farmers to watch the 
developing situation carefully to 
see what opportunities for profit 
it offers.

The laboratory not only tests 
the soil, but will provide spe­ 
cific recommendations for treat­ 
ment, based on the results of 
the test. 
The small charge for 
the soil test is one of the very 
best investments a farmer can 
make because the returns from 
increased crop yields are worth 
many times the cost of the tests.

Four Factors 
Keep Farm 
Prices Up 


Four economic factors govern 
farm prices, and 
those 
forces 
are now evenly divided in their 
effects. 
G. L. Jordan, 
University 
of 
Illinois farm economist, says that 
two of them — consumers’ abil­ 
ity to buy and their willingness 
to buy — are helping to keep 
farm prices up. 
The other two — the foreign 
market and the supply of farm 
produce — are tending to bring 
farm prices down. 
The 
money 
supply, 
Jordan 
says, has increased steadily since 
1949, and the money consumers 
have left after taxes 
has 
in­ 
creased too. 
Along 
with 
this 
trend has been a stronger de­ 
mand in this country for farm 
products. 
Lower farm prices have been 
caused by other forces. 
Until 1952 the demand from 
foreign countries came to our 
rescue. Jordan explains. Though 
farmers marketed large 
crops, 
there were buyers for 
them. 
Last year the 
export 
demand 
was down quite a bit, and it 
won’t be any better this year. 
As a result, Jordan explains, 
our carry-overs of some farm 
commodities are at near-record 
levels. With present crop predic­ 
tions, there is little chance of a 
rise in farm prices.

Five immediate steps w h i c h 
might help solve the problem of 
huge dairy surpluses are listed in 
an article appearing in the July 
issue of The R e c o r d , official 
publication of the Illinois agri­ 
cultural association. 
Without further delay, here’s 
what the dairy marketing spe­ 
cialist believes should be done. 
• * • 
1) REDUCE. PRICE supports 
on butter, cheese and non-fat 
dry milk solids from 90 to 75 
per cent of parity. 
2) Urge retail milk distributors 
to lower their prices after price 
supports are lowered. 
3) Urge consumers to buy more 
fluid milk and milk products. 
4) Expand the school lunch 
program. 
5) Draft a state law that would 
require minimum butterfat con­ 
tent to be labeled on each bottle 
of milk sold. 
* 
* * 
THE FIRST STEP of lowering 
price supports is considered es­ 
sential in view of huge surpluses^ 
of dairy products that have built 
up, in part, as a result of high 
rigid price supports. 
Lower p r i c e supports would 
restore a healthy competitive re­ 
lationship between d a i r y pro­ 
ducts and animal fat substitutes, 
Bartlett believes. 
If price supports were lowered 
from 90 to 75 per cent of parity, 
the approximate retail price of 
butter w o u l d be. 54 c e n t s a 
pound. Historically, all the na­ 
tion’s butter sold rapidly at a 
price differential of 17 cents with 
vegetable fat substitutes.

Banks Help Farmers 
With Needed Loans 


During 1952 Illinois farmers 
called upon the state’s banks to 
provide them with more credit 
than was extended by any other 
type of farm lending agency, ac­ 
cording to Carl Hammerl, execu­ 
tive vice president. Mount Pros­ 
pect State bank, who represents 
the Illinois bankers association as 
Cook c o u n t y agricultural key 
banker. 
Quoting from the twelfth an­ 
nual study of farm lending by 
the agricultural commission of 
the American bankers associa­ 
tion, Mr. Hammerl noted that on 
January I, Illinois banks had loans 
totaling $248,209,000 oustanding 
to farmers, compared with $222,- 
109,000 held by all other prin­ 
cipal lending agencies combined. 
“As they have in the past, the 
state's farmers continued l a s t 
ear to turn m o s t l y to their 
janks when they needed credit,” 
Mr. Hammerl said. “The amount 
of credit the farmer needs to run 
a successful operation is much 
larger^ today than it was in past 
decades,” he continued. “Farm­ 
ing is now a mechanized, highly 
competitive enterprise; and oper­ 
ating a profitable farm involves 
a much greater investment in 
machinery and modem agricul­ 
tural methods. Hence, adequate 
funds are a prime concern to 
the farm operator. Meeting his 
needs for operating credit is one 
of the most important services of 
Illinois banks.

The editor as one of the pupils 
Of the late W. L. Smyser, prin­ 
cipal of the Palatine high school

There are many 
residents of Palatine and neigh­ 
boring towns who benefited by 
the teaching of this man. 
Those were the days of cor­ 
poral punishment in the school 
room which Mr. Smyser seldom 
used, but he had a horror of 
boys who played truant and did 
not hesitate to leave the school­ 
room and invaded the customary 
hangout of the boys in one of 
the local stores where he was 
known to reach under the coun­ 
ter, grab a boy by his coat col­ 
lar, and march him to school, 
which solved the truancy prob­ 
lem permanently. He possessed 
a strength of character that won 
the respect of every pupil, few 
of whom dared to smoke in his 
presence. They would hide their 
cigarettes as he aprpoached them 
on the street. 
He was a Latin and Greek 
acholar and those who did not 
come prepared in those languages 
were frequently told, “I guess 
we will have a little session af­ 
ter school tonight.” 
He was superintendent of the 
Palatine M e t h o d i s t Sunday 
school many years and a civic 
leader. He left Palatine in 1902 
in order to start to organize and 
become the first principal of 
Maine Township high school. 
He later became one of the 
best loved principals in the Chi­ 
cago school system.

A question came up at the last 
meeting of the Arlington Heights 
village board relative to the ef­ 
fectiveness of the present mos­ 
quito abatement program, and 
whether or not it should be con­ 
tinued. 
To date there have been three 
foggings of the entire town, and 
the contract we have with the 
Clark Outdoor Spraying Com­ 
pany specifies a total of at least 
seven foggings. The cost per fog­ 
ging is $440.00. , 
Special equipment developed 
for mosquito control is used by 
the contractor. This equipment, 
by pressure and heat, breaks up 
the light weight oil base, in 
which the insecticide is placed, 
into microscopic particles which 
penetrate the smallest openings. 
Fogging, in order to be most ef­ 
fective, is done in the evening, 
and the ideal weather condition 
would be with a slight wind to 
carry the fog. 
In Arlington Heights the fog­ 
ging equipment h a s normally 
been traveling the north and 
south streets since our winds 
are mostly westerly. 
The timing of the fogging is 
determined by weather condi­ 
tions and by the mosquito flight, 
the size of which are shown by 


the mosquito traps the contractor 
has placed around the outskirts 
of town. Normally you could ex­ 
pect a spraying o be made about 
two weeks after a heavy rain­ 
fall, for at that time the mos­ 
quito flight brought about by 
the rain will have reached town. 
Fogging kills only the mosquitos 
that are already here and if the 
timing of the fogging is off and 
the flight is still coming in, the 
fogging will appear to be inef­ 
fective. 
Any mosquito abatement pro­ 
gram is one of control only, for 
no method is presently known 
that will kill all and still keep 
new ones away. We can only 
hope to make your yards and 
homes more pleasant by lessen­ 
ing the nuisance. 
Your Village Board would like 
to k n o w h o w effective you 
think this program has been. Is 
it worth the m o n e y we are 
spending? Should we continue it 
—or should it be stopped?

Unfortunately, tree lovers

not spot abnormalities 
because 
frequently 
the 
girdling, 
or 
strangling, roots are out of sight, 
below the ground surface. The 
strangling roots wrap themselves 
around the trunk or other roots 
and exert gradually 
increasing 
pressue as they grow in diame­ 
ter. The victim finally expires 
if circulation is greatly impeded 
or stopped entirely. 
There are usually indications 
of the trouble, although the only 
proof positive is root examina­ 
tion. Weak tree top growth, poor 
bark development or pronounc­ 
ed swelling at the trunk base 
sometimes are clues. 
Tree doctors can rectify the 
condition by cutting off offend­ 
ing roots, if called in time.
